Cheers Offers of Aid. 


PROTEST POLICE AT RIOT.} 


6,000 Hear Speakers Say Capi- 
talists Fear Labor“; Blame 
Agitators for Mob. 


At a large messmeeting of the United gar 
ment Makers of America in Hodcarriers’ hall 
yesterday afternoon, it was announced that 
the ranks of the strikers were increased from 
4,000 to 8.000. 7 

The main auditorium was packed with a 
mass of humanity. Its seating capacity ie 
1,200, but nearly twice. that number were 
choked into it. The gallery was full and the 
alsles had to be cleared forcibly to permit 
recruits to step forward to a corps of secre- 
taries detailed to receive initiation fees into 
the union. 

Before the meeting was well under way 
Chairman Robert Noren, president of District 
Council No. 6, the central governing body, 
found it necessary to rent two smaller hells 
on the second floor, and disinterested per- 
sons asserted that fully 1,000 persons were 
turned away. Altogether between five thou- 
tand and six thousand men, women, Aris, 
and boys listened to the addresses. 
Massmeeting to Protest Police Actions 
The speakers cautioned peaceful methods, 
but the spirit of the gathering was indicated 
when Morris Siskind, connected with the 
Jewish Labor World, made an address in 
Yiddish and used the slogan, No massacres 
in America.”” He announced that a mass- 
meeting to protest against the action of the 
police in Saturday's riot was scheduled for 
the West Side Auditorium for Thureday 
night. 

A resolution of encouragement from the 
Chicago Teachers’ federation started the en- 
thusiasm as soon as the meeting convened, 
and a tremendous stamping of feet, 
whistling, and shouts of delight was the re- 
gponse to a statement that moral and finan- 
cial aid would be forthcoming from the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. 

Chairman Noren made the principal ad- 
dress. He said, in part: 

“The big capitalistic corporation, Hert, 
Schaffner & Marx, tells you there is no 
strike, but at the same time has hired fifty 
private detectives, at a dally cost of $400, 
to protect its property and slug our people. 
A number of our people were slugged yea- 
terday and are in bed today instead of being 
at this great meeting. 

Says Firm Is Afraid. 


“You must stand together, if you desire 
Uberty. The firm knows that wages will 
have to be increased from 15 to 50 per cent 
if we organize thoroughly. They are afraid 
of the almighty power back of organized 
labor. The ‘Chicago pubjic is with you. Are 
you going to continue on asking for a pass 
to leave the room for a drink of water? 
They have a rotten, contemptible system. 
We must get it: we have got to get it.’

Of these 3,934 
were cast for the Socialist party and 7,678 
against. ‘ 
On the second question a total of 9,553 
votes were cast. A total of 1,301 was cast in 
favor of a labor party and 8,252 against, m- 
dicating that organised workingmen of Chi- 
cago are opposed to both Socialist and “ in- 
dependent labor political alllances. 

On the third question, that of abiding by the 
majority, 0,744 votes were cast, 2.062 voting 
“ves” and 7,602 voting “no.” The net re- 


‘sult showg that only 83 per cent of those vot- 
the dm thé referendum voted for Socialism.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—Census offi- 
clals are not sanguine of securing convic- 
tiona of persons who, are believed to have 
been guilty of padding the population re- 
turns from Tacoma, Seattle and Aberdeen, 
Wash.; Portland, Ore.; Minneapolis, Minn.;

| Indies is not a pleasure trip but is being taken 


at the instance of the imperial government 
with the object of fostering the movement in 
favor of closer commercial relations between 
the dominion and the 
ernor general will make the voyage on board 
the Niobe, one of the two cruisers which the 
Canadian government recently purchased 
from the admiralty in England. The permis- 
sion of the latter first bad to be obtained for 
the use of the ship for this purpose. 

For although the Canadian government has 
acquired the ownership of the cruisers it has 
no right to employ them on any service but- 
side the territorial waters of Canada ‘without 
the sanction of the admiralty—that 18 to say, 
of the Imperial government. The cruiser, 
which has been fitted out at Devenport, Eng- 
land, under the supervision of the Canadian 
born Rear Admral Kingsmill, employed to 
organize the dominion navy, Is now on its 
way across the Atlantic to take on board Lord 
Grey at Halifax.

Carberry tower is the scene of many à his- 
torical event—it was close by that Mary 
Queen of Scots and Bothwel awaited the 
confederated lords and parted never to meet 
again, and it also figures'in the famous ballad 
known as ‘‘ Quintey’s Revenge.“ 

The De Quincey family had at one time vast 
possessions in Scotland, but as they sided 
with the Baliels in the wars of succession 
their estates were, on the accession of Bruce 
to the throne, forfeited to the crown and con- 
ferred on the Setons. The founder of the 
family fortunes seems to have been a North- 
amptonshire baron, Robert de Quincey, who 
acquired Travernént, the industrial mining 
town Tranent of today, soon after the acces- 
sion of William the Lion, whose justiciary he 
was for years. It is his son, Sieur de Quincey, 
who istheh of the ballad. 

History records that he set out for the Holy 
Land in 1218. According to the ballad Sieur 
returned from Palestine to find that his kins- 
man and best friend, Sir Malcolm Caerbarrin 
of Caerbarrin, or Carberry tower, had played 
him false by making love to his betrothed, the 
Lady Elena Seton, and with the aid of evi- 
dence forged by a monk led her to believe he 
was killed in battle. Lady Wlena, however, 
would not Usten to Sir Malcolm Caerbarrin's 
wooing, but withered and died. Sieur de 
‘Quincey arrived afterward from the Holy 
Land, forced his way to the vault in New 
Battle abbey, where his betrothed lay dead, 
and found his engagement ring stil) on her 
finger. 

Learning how Sir Malcolm had persecuted 
hér with his attentions, he fought with him in 
the grounds around Carberry tower and 
wounded him’ mortally. A monk from New 
Battle abbey was sent for in haste to shrive 
the dying knight, and the priest in question 
happened to be the Father Francis who had 
forged the document furnishing the falee evi- 
dence of De Quincey’s death. 

‘On the road from the abbey to Carberry 
tower he was waylaid by the Sieur, stripped 
of his monkish garb, and left tigbtly bound 
in Consland dean. Disguising himself in 
the monk's frock and cowl, 
Quincey went .in his place to Car-

TEAMED APPLE PUDDING. — Three 
juicy apples peeled thin, cut into dice, di- 
vided and placed in four cups and sweet- 
ened to taste. Grate a little nutmeg on 
each or add a little cinnamon and a tiny 

bit of butter also, cover with puff dough made 
of one cup of flour with scant teaspoon of bak- 
ing powder and tiny pinch of salt sifted into it. 
Make a thick, smooth paste with one-half milk 
and one-half water, drop spoonful on apples in 
each cup, place cups in kettle that can act as 
eteamer, cover tightly and steam until apples 
are tender, usually about half hour. Serve 
hot.-Anna Parker Saylor, 5328 Winthrop ave- 
nue.

SELF-DEFENSE IS PLEA. 


Springfield, Mo., Oct. 16.—Walter A. Dyes 
ley, alias Walter A. Hurts, who shot and 
killed Stanley Ketchel, world’s middleweight 
champion, yesterdäy morning, was captured 
at the farm home of Thomas Haggard, one 
mile from Niangua, Mo. Hurts was taken 
to the Webster county jail at Marshfield, 
where he is being guarded closely. 

After being placed in his cell the prisoner 
made a statement in which he deciared he 
shot Ketchel in self-defense. He says he 
ordered the prise fighter to throw up his 
hands, and when he did not obey bim he 
fired. 

Late last night, overcome with hunger and 
fatigue from fleeing through the rough Ozark 
country, Hurts reached the home of Thomas 
Haggard, where he applied for a place to 
sleep and someth to eat. He was given 
food and a bed. At that ume Haggard had 
not heard of the shooting, but a short time 
later learned of the affair. Le also received 
a description of the Slayer, and for several 
hours, while Hurts was sleeping, he stood 
guard with a shotgun. 

Shortly after 4 o'clock this morning Hag- 
gard secured the services of three neighbors 
and they awakened Hurts at the point of a 
gun. They forced the man to rol) up his 
sleeves and, finding a tattoo mark there, ac- 
cused him of having killed Ketchell. Hurtz 
then broke down and admitted the shooting. 
He then was turned over to the officers and 
taken to Marshfield. 

‘Hurts in telling the story gaye Ketchel 
made insulting remarks to Goldie Smith, a 
cook, employed at the farm. He says words 
passed between Ketchel and himself and he 
then demanded that the prise fighter throw 
up his hands.
